Now, then, how is your blood pres- 
sure?. Well, anyway, listen to this 
striking observation made by Dr. 
Henry K. Mohler in a study of hyper- 
tension and hyperglycemia in a series 
ot. 46 cases: ‘Forty-five of the 46 
patients, when they came ‘upder our 
observation, ranged from 1 per cent 
to 60 per cent overweight.” ° . 

The 46 patients ‘had not only high 
blood * pressure but also too mueh 
sugar in ‘the blood. All had some 
sugar in the urine, but in only: 16 
was the condition consjdered fully de- 
‘veloped diabetes. Twelve had albumin 
and hyaline casts in the urine, and 
four showed albumin. with hyaline 
and granular casts. These casts 
pretty certainly indicate “nephritis, 
Bright's disease. 

The high blood pressure in these 
46 patients was not due to too much 
sugar in the blood and ig not a con- 
stant finding in diubetes, Just what 
did it mean, then? .Dr. Mohler 
doesn’t speak with ten much ‘convic- 
tion about that, but he conveys a good 
hint when he says: “Lhese patients 
were informed by us of the dangers:

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Didn't Mention Evolution. 


A committee appointed by the 1924 
convention to consider the advisabil- 
ity of issuing q new statement of 
faith and message reported, through 
its chairman, Dr. E. Y. Mullins, 
Louisville, a statement which did not 
refer directly to the evolution theory. 

Concerning the creation of man, the 
committee expressed its belief that 
the statement “man: is a direct ere 
ation of God” satisfied requirements 
of the declaration, it being pointed 
out that such a statement should ex- 
press only those fundamental beliefs 
upon which all Baptists stand. 

A minority report, by Dr. C. P. 
Stealey, of the committee, would have 
added the words “and not by evolu- 
tion” to the statement concerning 
the creation of man, and it was this 
cisagreement with which the conven- 
tion concerned itself. 


No Place for Reference, 


Dr. Mullins, for the committee, held 
that its members were not disposed 
to sidestep the evsfution issue, inas- 
much as a three-paragraph statement 
dealing with science and religion was 
appended to the declaration of faith. 
The ‘committee's belief; Dr. Mullina 
pointed out. Was‘that a direct refer- 
ence to science should not be con- 
teined in the convention’s declaration 
of fundamental beliefs. 


This belief was shared by the con- 
vention, and despite numerous _ef- 
ferts to reconsider, to substitute and 
eliminate, the convention rejected Dr, 
Sealey’s minority report, and in- 
Jorsed the declaration of faith report- 
ed by its committee. 

The statement “man is a_ direct 
creation of God” precludes  accept- 
ance of the evolution theory, the com- 
mittee contended throughvut the dis- 
cussions, and such is the substance of 
the. report which is the convention 
record.
